AN ATTENTIVE PRIEST. 


We have more than once had occasion 
to notice the indefatigable attention of the 
Roman Catholic clergy to the duties of 
their charge. They are altogether une- 
qualled, as far as we have seen, by those of 
any other denomination—especially, in 
times of sickness and danger. While oth- 
ers content themselves with making flam- 
ing discourses from the pulpit, and pay lit- 
tle attention to their flocks at their houses, 
the Romish priest is every where among 
them, aitending to their wants, not only 
spiritual, but sometimes temporal—correct- 
ing, guiding, soothing, and consoling—pre- 
paring for life, or for death. While others 
fly from disease and danger, he remains firm 
at his post. Witness the example of the 
Catholic priests in Montreal, in 1832. Day 
and night they were employed in visiting 
the sick—in giving medicine—when the 
physicians and the nurses were worn out; 
or in giving consolation, when all earthly 
hopes, and medicine, failed. A like atten. 
tion was, at the same time, observed in this 
city. Nurses and physicians were indeed 
not wanted; but in attending to the religious 
concerns of their people, the Romish 
priests Were indefatigable.

And 
here truth obliges us to give the palm de-. 
cidedly to the Roman Catholic clergy. 
The above remarks have been s t- 
ed by noticing the assiduity and kind- 
ness of a Romish priest at the Duane 
street- Hospital. He may be seen their 
daily—nay, three or four times every 
day—by the bedside of the sick—atten- 
tive to those whom the world has deser- 
ted—comforting them uuder their afflic- 
tions—encouraging those for whom their 
is hope of recovery—and {preparing for 
death those who are about to die. It is 
pleasing to witness his fatherly assiduity, 
bis gentleness, his affectionate cares for the 
sick. Besides preparing the dying for an- 
other world, the physicians inform us, that 
his visits are especially beneficial to the - 
vealth of such as have any chance of re- 
covery. He allays their fears, he en- 
courages them to hope, he reconciles 
them to their situation, and makes them 
satisfied with the efforts in their favor. 
Such are the quiet, but indefatigable at- 
tentions of this Romish priest. 


Is any ‘clergyman of any other denom:- 
nation ever seen there? No—they leave it . 
all—the care and glery—to the humble 
Romish priest.

In pursuance of the above call, the lar- 
gest meeting of Printers (about 300) ever 
convened in this City, was organized in the 
council chamber, City Hall, Mr A. F. Cun- 
NINGHAM being called to the Chair, and 
Mr. J. T. Towers, and Jas. F. Huliduy, ap- 
pointed Secretaries. 


On being conducted to the Chair, Mr. 
Cunningham said: 


In taking the chair this evening to pre- 
side over this enlightened meeting, I . feel 
much my own weakness, and solicit the in- 
dulgence and aid of every gentlemen, in 
preserving order and decorum. I trust that 
no expression will be allowed to escape 
from the lips of any, which will cause re- 
gret on the morrow. Let cool judgement 
‘preside over your minds, and direct your 
councils. The object we have in view may 
not be accomplished in a week nor a month; 
let us therefore so act that we may be ena- 
bled to hold out to the end. This meeting

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as, The benefits which Gen. Green contem- 
plates will accrue to the boyswho shall be 
educated in his proposed Instinte can nev- 
er be realized to them, nor redound to his 
honor or profit; the Printers feel it their du- 
ty, understanding the subject as they do,

Telegraph, which, if carried into execu- 
tion, must vitally injure the interests of the 
profession, and tend to the depreciation of 
prices, so much so, that no other employer 
can compete with him, and must finally throw! 
the youth, who may be taught in his Insti-' 
tute, upon the world, withoui labor, and 
consequently without support: .2nd where- 
-as, Self-preservation being the first law of 
nature, the Journeymen Printers feel it in- 
cumbent upon them to take such steps as 
will prevent the consummation of an op- 
pressive monopoly, that is designed, and 
calculated, to ruin them and their families, 
~ “by'depriving them of all chance of parti- 
cipating in the benefits which flow from 
“he public printing, the prices for execu- 
ting which were based on the wages paid 
to the Journeymen, and which was never 
contemplated by Congress, should be, per- 





formed by any other than them: “nd where- 


the Government; and that should he re- 
main determined to go on, the Committee 
be authorized to draw up a Memorial, 
Which shail be sent to every town and 
printing office in the United Siates for sig- 
natures, praying Congress to withhold their 
patronage from a man who is only desirous 
of self-aggrandisement, and of breaking 
down that spirit of equality which has al- 
ways characterized the Journeymen Prin- 
ters and their employers, by the erection of 
an odious monopoly in the heart of the 
country, that shall be sustained by the Con- 
gress of the United States. 


4. Resolved, That we will, individually, 
o all in our power to aid the Committee 
in carrying into effect the foregoing resolu- 
tions; and we hereby pledge ourselves to 
sustain each other in all legal steps which 
may be taken to circumvent the scheme that 
is intended to deprive us of our living, by 
taking from us the means of pursuing our 
profession. 
Qa-the reading of the fifth resoiution, Mr 
E. B,-Robinson rose and said}— 


Before the vote was finally taken upon 
the resolutions, he wished to make a few 
remarks upon the general principles involv- 
ed. He saw around him a large number of 
journeymen, who had lately come among 
us, from whom he had received that kind- 
ness and liberalty which had always char- 
acterized our profession, as well in New 
York and Philadelphia, as in every other 
part of the Union; and his main object in 
addressing the meeting was, to call their at- 
tention particularly, to the importance of 
our proceedings, aud to show them that the 
present, was not the first plan that had been 
advanced by Gen. Green, which, if carried 
into effegt, would destroy the vital princi- 
pies of our profession. 

Gen. Green had a plan on foot, to estab- 
tablish an “ Orphan JIsylum” in his print- 
ing office, tobe under the superintendence 
of the Sisters or CuaRgiry, for. the ex- 
press purpose of teaching Little Girls the 
printing business, so as to enable him, in a 
few years, to carry on his business, without 
employing Workmen. This plan was com- 
municated to the Rgman Catholic Clergy,

and after having been duly considered by 

them with that liberality and depth of | 
thought which characterises that enlighten- | 
ed religious profession, they pronounced 
his scheme visionary, and pointed out to 

him the injury which would necessarily fol- 
low to the community at large, and the de-

Journeymen who had families dependent 
upon their labor for support. They con- 
tended that instead of being a charitable 
proposition, it was entirely the reverse; 
that where it would give support to one or-

ed long apprenticeships to the profession. 
Such, said Mr. R. was the language of the 
Clergy on this proposition, and, as a jour- 
neyman printer, on the communication of | 
those sentiments to me, it enkindled feel-| 
ings within my bosom, which language is | 
inadequate to describe. 





From the prompt’ and dignified manner | 
in which his plan was rejected, to save his; 
feelings and to avoid running into collision | 
with the journeymen at that time, he ac- 
knowledged that his scheme was visionary & 
Quixotic. But, Mr. Chairman, I have kept 
a steady eye upon his movements; I never 
had any confidence in his finally abandoning 
his scheme, for ever since he became con- 
nected with the press, his object has been 
to reduce the wages of the journeymen. 


Mr. Chairman, !am one among the first 
who ever worked for Gen. Green, and I ap- 
peal to all who know me, and who are ac- 
quainted with the history of the Telegraph 
office, if what I have stated is not correct. 
When the journeymen had been led to be- 
lieve that they would not be again troubled 
with Gen. Green’s hostility to the profes- 
sion, every thing went on smootlily ander 
the old regulations. He afterwards com- 
municated to the journeymen in a_ public 
speech at our anniversary supper, his in- 
tention of commencing the Washington In- 
Stilute, upon which subject this meeting has 
been called. 

Mr. Chairman, if we allow Gen Green 
tocarry this plan into peration, which 
tends to annihilate the principles of our 
free institutions, by infringing upon the 
rights of individuals, we would be unwor- 
thy the appellation of freemen. 


Individually, Mr. Chairman, I have no 
unkind feeling towards Gen. Green, but, as 
free Americah citizens, we havea tight to 
take him upon. hig own hypothesis; upon 
those sentiments which he has been Jabor- 
ing tg inculcate, by contending that if Con- 
gress pass a law which bears unequally up- 
on one section of the country, that section 
has a right to nullify it, and declare it un 
constitutional. Such is the language of 
Gen. Green in relation to South Carolina;

public money iwdependently, of all the 
bribes they pocket, cannot be got todo 
their duty, only when money and avarice is 
concerned. 


A gentleman some time ago, was violent- 
ly assaulted on the public street, by a dis- 
tinguished black leg, under an impression, 
that he had been an officer of the House of 
Representatives, the injured individual, ve- 
ry properly applied to the law officers for 
redress—and although, he paid the fees, no 


under the obligations of an oath of office. 


And what is extraordinary in the case, af- 
ter the black leg had been arrested, and in 
custody of the officer for a considerable 
time—he was allowed to take leg bail, and 
now walks at large, in defiance of the laws, 
and insulting the laws of the land. 


The inference in this case is plain and 
obvious; the constables take a bribe, at least 
I think so—and scoundrels are permitted to 
}prow! about with impunity, to the great an- 
noyance of peaceable and quiet subjects. 

It gives us pleasure to learn, that it és 
the intention of the injured gentleman, to 


bring them up before the grand jury.
